The requirements and expecta

| could not be ensbly ascertained and 
were therefore :defined by statute. 
The apathy’ of sharcholders was 
proverbial, ‘and if they received 
substantial dividends and enjoy: 
a visé in the value of their shares, 
their requirements were largely 
met. He did- not think directors 
used their powers unwisely or un- 
fairly, but an investment havine 
heen made, the shareholder practi- 
cally lost personal control of his 
money. Therefore, shareholders 
Inoked to auditors of ‘companies to 
protect ‘them and the interests of 
shareholders as ‘a whole. It was 
curious that the‘ law did not define 
the qualifications of an auditor and 
had’ left him wido powers of dis, 
sgtetion; but the omission was nut 
se serious in practice, na few com- 
panies employed other than fully 
gualified chartered or incornoraind 
accountants.’ Shareholders were 
justified in the belief that auditors 
used their best’.endeavours to en- 
sure that balance sheets presented 
full and fair -atatements of the 
affaits of companies; but when the 
affairs of companies went wrong;
